he received the 2003 Student Services 
Dean of the Year award for the state 
given by the Alabama Deans of 
Student Affairs Association. This 
award lead to the surprise celebration. 

Lee has served as Dean of Students 
at Shelton State since 1979. He- 
obtained his doctorate in administra- 
tion and higher education from the 
University of Alabama in 1984. Lee 
received a master's degree in counsel- 
ing and guidance in 1974 and a bache- 
lor's degree in biology- in 1973. 

Prior to joining Shelton 's team, Lee 
served as the director of student sen ic- 
es at Brewer Stale Junior College. 

With a rich background in student 
services and a personality extremely 
befitting his position, all" those who 
work with him believe Lee deserves 
the entirety of the credit of such a pres- 
tigious award. 

"I have always felt that Dr. Lee was 
die most outstanding dean of students 
in the state. Dr. Lee is a modest man 
and I have often embarrassed him by 
calling him 'the king of the deans of 
students/ said Dr. Rick Rogers, presi- 
dent of Shelton State. 

And Lee's boss is not the only one 
singing his praises. Lee's staff mem- 
bers are more than willing to explain 
how much he means to them. 

Diane Layton. Associate Dean of 
Students, has worked under Lee for 25 
years. I avion depicted Lee as a kind 
and gentle man who knows how to do 
his job well. 

"He does a really good job working 
vsith the students when they are upset 
or w hen the parents are upset. He can 
soothe them and make them fed so 
much better. That's probably one of 



his greatest gifts," said Layton. 

Layton also expressed what she 
sees as Lee's greatest quality. "He 
trusts you to do your job. But if you 
need help, he's there to help you," said 

Layton. 

The person who may work closest 
to Lee, his secretary Bonnie Sabbagh, 
explained her appreciation for Lee. 

"Dr. I^ee is very deserving of this 
prestigious award. I have worked with 
him for over 25 years and during that 
time, I have found him to be very hard 
working, honest, fair to his employees 
and a favorite among the students. He 
is loyal to Shelton State and its mis- 
sion," said Sabbagh. 

The compliments concerning Lee 
are many throughout Shelton. Susan 
Mohun, Assistant Dean of Student 
Services, feels that Lee is appropriate- 
ly deserving of this award. She sees 
Lee as someone whom people feel 
comfortable going to, and he does 
what it takes to make Shelton State the 
college that it needs to be. 

"This is a very big honor. All of us 
at Shelton have known for years that 
Dean Lee deserved this award. For the 
whole state to recognize him just puts 
a punctuation mark on the fact that he 
is a wonderful dean of students," said 
Mohaun. 

Jeanetta Hargrow, Coordinator of 
Recruitment at Shelton, views Ijee as 
indispensable to the college. 

"He's very deserving of this award. 
It is a great accomplishment for all the 
junior colleges in the state of Alabama 
for him to be named #1," said 
Hargrow.
